Tbe Preel 
dent hoped, by executive olemeocy, to 
have had reconstruction well advanoed 
before Congress would regularly meet In 
December, nearly eight months later. 
He hoped, as I heard him on April ; 1 
say, that tbe 8tate governments, already 
forming in Louisiana and elsewhere, 
would be cherished and further devel¬ 
oped. It Is a curious speculation what 
would have been tbe effect If Mr. *Lla- 
coin had lived to oarry out bla views. It 
Is certain that be would have exercised 
great shrewdness and caution, with be¬ 
nevolence. as be had always done, lie 
would have exhibited unswerving hon¬ 
esty with tbe negroes, with tbe rebels, 
and with tbe people who had saved tbe 
union. ‘ 

Alexander H. Stephens aaye that Gen¬ 
eral Grant was obviously anxious, when 
tbe Hampton Roads conference was 
opened, tnat pence might be speedily 
eeoured. Grant was no lover of war 
for lie own sake. He agreed with Sber- 
man, who said, “war Is bell I’’ Grant 
had 00 desire to harm or to humiliate 
tbe rebels uoneoessai lly. He would not 
allow tbe victors to fire a salute a/ter 
the surrender at Appomattox. Hla life- 
Ions motto ts Inscribed over hla tomb: 
“Lot Us Hat* Pkacx.” He consid¬ 
ered the hardest fighting the speediest 
way to peace. Sheridan and Sherman 
agreed with him. Iu the terms Grant 
offered to Lee he overstepped military 
right and assumed political power in hla 
geoeroeity to tbe <l<»feat»d. But be 
meant to deal justly with all. 

Doubtless both Lincoln sod Grant, as 
sons-in-law of slaveholders, were some¬ 
what more lenient with tbe South than 
they otherwise would have been, and 
perhaps It was well. 

First Ceamty Park tty stem. 

“ The First County Parh System," a 
300-page Illustrated doth bound book 
by Frederick W. Kelsey, Is an authentic 
anu graphically written history of the 
Essex County, New Jersey, public parke, 
now one of the moet Important park 
systems In the country.

He Is 
probably more familiar with tbs Incep¬ 
tion and worklnge of the eoteiprise than 
any other person, and from bis Intimate 
knowledge of eveote Is recognised as 
being especially well qualified to write 
this history. To ths forcibly writteo 
narrative of events la added the interest 
of pereooal toaeb and experience. 

The book covers a period of ten years, 
from toe first lnc*ptt< u of the enter¬ 
prise to the practical completion of 
eome of the perks, and to date. | It tells 
how both public opinion and leglaiatloo 
favored tbe project, and bow these 
favorable conditions continued until Aha 
blighting Influence of epeetal Interests 
became potential factors le l be under¬ 
taking.
